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Wilson’s Message 


President W ilson today told con­ 
gress that we 
should 
be prepared 
against war with a citizen array and 
an adequate navy. 
H e told congress 
th at we needed more revenue 
and 
suggested w ays and m eans o f pro­ 
viding it. He suggested that congress 
m ight levy a tax o f one per cent per 
gallon on gasoline and naptha, which 
would yield about ten million dol­ 
lars in a year; a tax o f fifty cents a 
horse power on autom obiles and in­ 
ternal 
explosion 
engines, 
which 
should bring in fifteen m illions; 
a 
stam p ta x on bank checks that would 
yield 
approxim ately 
eighteen 
m il­ 
lions; a tax o f twenty-five cents per 
ton on pig iron, yielding ten 
mil- 
iinos and a tax o f tw enty-five cents 
per ton on fabricated iron and steel 
bringing in probably ten millions. 


The president’s theory is that “ the 
industry o f this generation 
should 
p ay the bills of this generation.”’ But 
w hatever the president’s theory may 
be, we have heard for years from 
Democratic partisans that under Re­ 
publican rule the people have been 
bled by 
the 
high protective 
tariff 
barons, that they have been made to 
p ay prices far in 
ex c els 
of tho-e 
charged in fo r e ig n lands, due to the 
protection afforded them by a high 
tariff. 


Let us say we shall allow that as 
a premise. 
We have had almost 
three years of Democratic rule 
in 
the nation, with a Democratic pre­ 
sident and a Democratic majority in 
congress. 
Have we found any of the I 
things the Democrats 
promised 
us 
have come true? 
Have they 
made 
the cost o f living cheaper? 
instead 
they have heaped upon the country 
a series of internal revenue taxe- in 
one guise or another, the most ob­ 
noxious of which wa> labeled a “war 
tax.” 
In the face o f a steadily in­ 
creasing revenue, the daily treasury 
statement 
from 
W ashington 
was 
manipulated from day to day 
to 
make finances appear 
better 
than 
they really were, and when it was 
impossible to keep from showing an 
immense 
deficit— growing by 
leap- 
and 
bounds daily— the 
statements 
were discontinued. 
Now we have the spectacle 
of 
President Wilson recommending 
to 
congress that it impose further ta x ­ 
es on the people, to he paid by the 
ultimate consumer. 
He further sug­ 
gests that the import tax <»n sugar 
be left as it is. 
The Underwood bill, 
by which thi- administration would 
have been compelled to stand or fall 
had not the war intervened, contem­ 
plated that the one cent a pound tax 
on sugar be removed on May 1, 191(). 
This mu-t of necessity he con-trued 
a- an admission that the legislators 
who framed the Underwood bill were 
wrong. 
N o hint is found in 
t h e 
m essage, 
however, 
that 
certain 
changes might bo made in the tariff 
not only to protect home industry 
but to raise sufficient revenue -<» that 


it would 
be necessary to 
contrive 
some new method of taxing the p e o ­ 
ple every time congress meets. 
President Wilson's m essage furth­ 
er revealed that he had not forgotten 
his pet hobby— the 
ship 
purchase 
bill. 
A fter observing that at the last 
se-sion o f congress, this self-sam e 
m easure split the forces of D e m o ­ 
cracy wide open, he again urges 
it 
upon the new congress, not content 
to seek som e other m eans o f en­ 
couraging the establishm ent o f A m ­ 
erican-ow ned carrying-vessels. 
The 
President’s 
m essage 
opens 
with a discussion o f Pan-Am erican­ 
ism, in which he attempts to justify 
his course in Mexico, disposing 
of 
the teachings of the Monroe doctrine 
with the simple 
assertion that 
we 
are in the “light o f a new day.” 
“We have been put to the test in 
the ea-e of Mexico,” he says, “and 
we have stood the test.”

Monroe Doctrine And Outlines Pan-Americanism

Wil son read his m<* ."age to congress 
today. 
lb* dwelt on Pan-Amoriean- 
ism, in \vhit-li he tried to justify his 
course in Mexico ;

“ Since 1 last had the privilege oí 
addressing you on the state of the 
Union the war of nations on the 
other side of the -ea, which 
had 
then only begun to disclose its por- 
tentious proportions, 
lins 
extended 
it - threatening 
and 
sinister 
scope 
until it lias - wept within 
its 
llame 
some portion of every quarter of the 
globe, not excepting our own hemis­ 
phere, li;is altered the whole face of 
international affairs, and now pre­ 
sents a prospect of reorganization 
and reconstruction such as states­ 
men and peoples 
have 
never 
been 
called upon to attempt before.’’ lie 
then entered 
into a 
discussion 
of 
Pa n-Americanism. 
“We have been put to the test in 
the cn-e of Mexico, and 
we 
have 
stood ili*' test. 
Whether 
we 
have 
benefited Mexico by the course we 
have pursued remains io 
be 
seen. 
Her fortunes are in her own hands. 
Thu we have at least p r o v e d that we 
will not take .advantage of her in 
distress and undertake 
to 
impose 
upon her an order and government 
(»I our own (dioosing. 
Liberty is o f­ 
ten a tierce and intractable thing, t<> 
which no hounds can he set. and to 
which m> hounds of 
a 
few 
men’s 
choosing ought ever to be set. Ev­ 
ery American who has drunk at the 
true fountains of principle and tra­ 
ditimi must subscribe without reser­ 
vation to ilio high doctrine of the 
Virginia I »ill of Eights, which in the 
great days in which our government 
was .set up was every'where amongst 
us accepted as the creed 
of 
free 
men.”

“The moral is, that the states of 
America are not hostile rivals 
but 
co-operating friends, and that their 
growing sense of community of in­ 
terest, alike in matters political and 
in matters economies, 
is 
likely 
to 
give them a new significance as fac­ 
tors in international affairs and in 
tin* political history of the world, it 
presents them as in a very deep and 
true sense a unit in world affairs, 
spiritual partners, -landing togeth­ 
er because thinking together, 
piiek 
with common sympathies and com­ 
mon ideals. 
Separated they are sub­ 
ject t<* all the cross currents of the 
confused politics of a world of hos­ 
tile rivalries : 
united in spirii and 
purpose thev cannot he disappointed 
of their peaceful destiny. 
“This is Pan-Americanism. 
It has 
none of the spirit of cm oiré in if. It 
is the embodiment, the effectual em­ 
bodiment, of the spirit of law and

independence and liberty and mutual 
service.’’

No one who really comprehends 
the spirit of the great 
people for 
whom we arc appointed to speak can 
tail to perceive that their passion i- 
for peace, their genius be d display­ 
ed in the practice 
of 
the 
arts 
of 
peace. 
Great democracies are not 
lielligerent. 
fhey do not seek or de­ 
sire war. 
Their thought is of indi­ 
vidual liberty and of the free labour 
that supports life and the uncensor- 
cd thought that quickens it. 
Con­ 
quest and dominion are not in our 
reckoning, or agreeable to our prin­ 
ciples. 
Put just because we demand 
unmole-ted 
development 
and the 
undistributed 
government 
of our 
lives upon our 
own 
principles 
of 
right and liberty, we 
resent, 
from 
whatever quarter it may come, the 
aggresison 
we 
ourselves 
will not 
practice. 
We insist upon security in 
prosecuting our self-chosen lines of 
national development. 
We do more 
than that. 
We demand it also for 
others. 
We do not confine our en­ 
thusiasm for individual liberty and 
free national development to the in­ 
cidents and movements 
of 
affairs 
which affect only ourselves. 
We feel 
it wherever there i- a people that 
trie- to walk in these difficult paths 
of independence and right. From the 
first we have made 
common 
cause 
with all partisans of liberty <>n this 
side the -ea. and have deemed it as 
important that our neighbours should 
he free from all outside domination 
as that we ourselves should he; have 
set America aside a- n whole for the 
uses of independent nation- and po­ 
litical freemen. 


Gut of such thoughts grow all our 
policies. 
We regard war merely as 
a means of asserting the rights of 
a people against aggression. 
And 
we are as fiercely jealous of co-er- 
eivo ,*r dictatorial power within our 
own nation as of 
aggression 
from 
without. 
We will not 
maintain 
a 
standing army except for uses which 
are as necessary in times of peace 
as in times of war: 
and we shall 
always see to it 
that 
our military 
peace establishment 
i- 
no 
larger 
than is actually 
and 
continuously 
needed for the uses of days in whieh 
no enemies move against us. 
But we 
do believe in a body of free citizens 
ready and sufficient to take care of 
themselves and of tlie 
governments 
which they have set up to serve them. 
To our constitutions 
themselves 
we 
have commanded that “the right of 
the people to keep and 
bear 
arms 
shall not he infringed," and our con­ 
fidence ha- been that our safety in 
times of danger would lie in the ris­ 
ing of the nation to take care of it­ 
self, as the farmers rose at Lexing­ 
ton. 


But war has never been a mere 
matter of men and guns. 
It is a 
thing of disciplined might. 
If our 
citizens are ever to fight effectively 
upon a -udden summons, they must 
know how' modern fighting is done, 
and what to do when the 
summons 
comes to render themselves immedi­ 
ately effective. 
And the government 
must he their servant in this matter, 
must -apply them with the training 
they need to take care 
of 
them­ 
selves and of it. 


“ It is with these 
ideals 
in 
mind 
that plans of the Department of War 
for more adequate national defense 
were conceived which will be laid be­ 
fore you, and which 1 urge you to 
sanction and put into effect as soon 
as they can be properly scrutinized 
and discussed.

Monroe Doctrine And Outlines Pan-Americanism 


1*lv-.'-. W - 


{ By Tidied £rui.) 


Wafchington, Dee. 7.—President 


Wilson read his message to congress 
today. He dwelt on Paai-American- 
ism, in which 'he tried to justify his 
course in Mexico? the administra- 
tion army and navy 
expansion 


measures, commonly known as the 
^preparedness program; finances and 
revenue, in which he proposed to 
congress la series of new internal 
-taxes, his ship-purchase hill by 
-which he hopes to enlarge our for- 
eign trade and the problem of the 
railroads, suggesting lhat a com- 
mission of inquiry be provided to 
ascertain through a canvass of all 
our laws to see it they are asser- 
iviceable as they might be. He spoke 
in part as follows: 


Gentlemen of' 
the 
Congress: 


"Since I last had the privilege of 
addressing you on the state of the 
Union the war of nations on the 


1 other side ;of the sea, which 
had 


then only begun to disclose its por- 
itentious proportions, has extended 
its threatening and sinister scope 
until it has swept within its flame 
some portion of every quarter of the 
globe, not excepting our own hemis- 
phere, has altered the whole face of 
international affairs, and now pre- 
sents a prospect of reorganization 
and reconstruction such as states- 
inen and peoples have never, been 
called upon to attempt 'before." .He 
then entered into a discussion of 
Pan-Americanism. 


"We have been put to the test in 


the case of Mexico, and we have 
stood the test. Whether we have 
benefited Mexico by the course we 
Jiave pursued remains io be seen. 
Her fortunes are in her own hands. 
But we have-at least prgvcd that we 
-will not take'.advantage of her in 
distress and undertake to impose 
upon her nn order and government 
of our own choosing. Liberty is of- 
ten a fierce and intractable thing, to 
which no bounds can be set, and to 
•which no bounds of a few men's 
choosing onglit ever fo be set. Ev- 
ery American who has drunk at the 
true fountain's "of 'principle and tra- 
dition must subscribe without reser- 
vation to the high doctrine of the 
Virginia Bill of Bights, which iu the 
great days in which our government 
was set up was everywhere amongst 
us aeceptedyfls the creed 
of free 


men." * • « 


"The moral is, that the states of 


America are not 'hostile rivals but 
co-operating friends, and that their 
growing sense of community of in- 
terest, alike in matters political and 
in matters economies, is likely to 
give them a new significance as fac- 
tors in international affairs and in 
the political history of the world. It 
presents them as in a very deep and 
true sense a unit in world affairs, 
spiritual partners, standing togeth- 
er because thinking together, inick 
with common sympathies and com- 
mon ideals. Separated they are sub- 
ject to all the cross currents of the 
confused politics of a world of hos- 
tile rivalries; • united in spirit and 
purpose they cannot be disappointed 
of their peaceful destiny. 
"This is Pan-Americanism. It lias 
aione of the spirit ^of empire in it. It 
is the embodiment, the effectual em- 
bodiment, of the spirit of law and

independence and .liberty and mutual 
sen-ice." • • " 


No one who really comprehends 


the spirit of the great people for 
whom we are appointed to spjeak can 
fail to perceive that their passion is 
for peace, their genius best display- 
ed in the practice of the^.arts" ot 
peace. Great democracies are not 
belligerent. They do not seek, or de- 
sire war. Their thought, is of indi- 
vidual liberty and of the free labour 
that supports life and the uneensor- 
ed thought that quickens it. Con- 
quest and dominion are not. in our. 
reckoning, or agreeable to-our prin- 
ciples. But just because we demand 
unmole'sted development and 
the 


undistributed 
government 
of 
pnr 


lives upon our own principles of 
right and liberty, we resent, from 
whatever quarter it may come, the 
aggresison we ourselves will not 
practice. We insist upon security in 
prosecuting our self-chosen linns of 
national development. We, do more 
than that. We demand it also for 
others. We do not confine'our en- 
thusiasm for individual liberty and 
free national development to the in- 
cidents and movements of 
affairs 


which affect only ourselves. We feel 
it wherever there is a people that 
tries to walk in these difficult paths 
of independence and right. .From the 
first we have made common cause 
with irll partisans of liberty on this 
side the sea, and have deemed it as 
important that our neighbours should 
be free from all outside domination 
as that we ourselves should be^Jiave 
set America aside a» a whole for the 
uses of independent nations and,po- 
litical freemen. 


Out of such thoughts grow.all our 


policies. We regard war merely as 
a means of asserting the rights ot 
a people against aggression. 
And 


we are as fiercely jealous of eo-er- 
cive or dictatorial power within our 
own nation as of aggression from 
without. We will not maintain a 
standing army except for uses which 
are as necessary in times of $!aee 
as in tunes of war; 
and we shall 


always see to it that our military 
peace-establishment is' no larger 
than is actually and continuously 
needed for the uses of days in which 
no enemies move against .us. But we 
do believe in a body of free citizens 
ready and sufficient to take care-of 
themselves and of the- governments 
which they have set up. to serve them. 
In our constitutions themselves we 
have commanded that "the right of 
the people to keep and bear arms 
shall not be infringed," and our con- 
fidence has been that our safety in 
tunes of danger would lie in the ris- 
ing, of the nation to take care of it- 
self; as the farmers rose at Lexing- 
ton. 


But war has never been a mere 


matter of men and guns. It is a 
thing of disciplined might. If our 
citizens are ever to fight effectively 
upon a sudden summons, they must 
know how modern fighting is done, 
and what to do when the summons 
comes to render themselves immedi- 
ately effective. And the government 
must be their servant in this matter, 
must supply them with the, training 
they need to take care of them- 
selves and of it. 


• "It is with these ideals in mind 
that plans of the Department of War 
for more adequate national defense 
were conceived which will be laid be- 
fore you, and which I urge' you to 
sanction and put into effect as soon 
as they can be properly scrutinized 
and discussed. 
They seem to me 


the essential first steps, and they 
seem to me for the present sufficient. 


"They contemplate an increase of 


the standing force of the regular 
army from its present strength of 
five thousand and twenty-three offi- 
cers and one hundred and two thous- 
and nine hundred and eighry-five< en- 
listed men of all services ..to, a 
strength of seven thousand one hun- 
dred and thirty-six officers and one 
hundred and thirty-four thousand 
seven hundred and seven enlisted 
men, or 141,843, all told, all .services, 
rank and file, by the addition .of fif- 
ty-two companies ,of coast artillery, 
fifteen companies of engineers,; .ten 
regiments -of * infantry,, :fonr rtTegi-> 
ments'of field artillery/ arid, Mir;
